“At a second conference, held re- 
cently between representatives of the 
Canadian Northern and J. 8. Dennis,

It is now three months ago that the 
©. P. R. made the first move in the 
matter of stopping the Canadian 
Northern from damaging their irriga- 


_ tion works in the Rosebud valley dis- 


trict. At that time many people open- 
ly ‘accused the C. P, R. of trying to 
keep the work of the Canadian Nor- 
thern held back, but from the celerity 
with which everything was arranged 
once the officials of the two roads got 
together, this tory would appear to 
be propery refuted. 

“Tf. we had been approached by the 
Canadian Northern in the first place 
and a proper agreement made, there 
would have been no trowble at all,” 
said a C. P. R. official. 

“As it was the C. N. R. went ahead 
and tried to foree their way over our 
property, making no provi‘ion for 
the protection of our irrigation ditch 
or for proper bridges and structures 
over same, and we were compelled to 
take steps to protect ovrselves. Since 
then we have got together and made 
an agreement that fully protects us 
and is satisfactory to the C. N. R., so 
their wor 
and Calgary will be benefitted.” 

It was because the two companies 
did not get together that the C. P. R. 
found it necessary to take out an in- 
junction against the C. N. R. com- 
pelling them to stop work about three 
months ago and when this failed they 
swore out information against the con- 
tractors and subcontractors for dam- 
ages and trespass. 

While this second litigation was 
going through the courts. the board of 
railway commissioners stepred in and 
about the middle of lest month made 
a request to the officials of the’ two 
companies to hold a conference and 
try and agree on a settlement for the 
construction of that part of the C. N. 
R. line from mileage 175 to mileage 


_ 206. The conference was held and an 


agreement covering this part of the 
line was signed by J. 8. Dennis and 
the ©. N. R. engineers. The agree- 
ment was signed on the 20th inst., 
the last day given by the railway 
board for the settlement of the dis- 
ag as to this part of the line, who 
ad advised both companies that they 
would reach an amicable settlement. 

After the settlement of the first part 
of the line under disnute was arranged 
the board issued a further provisionel 
order asking the representatives of 
the two companies to get together 
again on an agreement for that part 
of the line from mileage 206 to the 
city of Calgary. This time the con- 
testants were given until Saturday, 
August 27, to settle the dispute, but 
they settled it three days ahead of 
time when they signed the agreement. 

The agreement which provides for 
the protection of the O.°N. R. canals 
and the erection of proner bridges, 
culverts and structures of all kinds, 
marks the end of the dispute, as the 
cases against the contractors and sub- 
contractors will probably be dropped 
on the payment of the costs incurred 
so far by the defendants, who are said 
to beestill liable for trespass, as the 
agreement did not go into effect until 
Aveust 30, 

The signing of the agreement which 
allows the work to be proceeded with 
at once is looked upon véry favorably 
by’ all the business men of the city, 
as the failure of the two companies 
to get together amicably would have 
meant that the matter would have 
had to be referred to Ottawa and back 
countless times, and that the work on 
the new road would have been’ de- 
layed considerably.

PRAIRIES 


Manner of His Work—No Reason 
Why the Prairie Farms Should Not 
Be among the Most Beautiful in 
the World—Apple Growing on the 
Western Plains. : 


|. Winnipeg. — “The farms on the 


prairies ought to be as beautiful as any 
in the world.” The speaker was Prof. 
W. T, Macoun, Dominion horticultur- 
alist, wno has just completed a tour 
of the government experimental farms 
in the west. His appointment is a 
new one created this year. He was 
formerly horticulturaiist at the experi- 
mental farm at Ottawa, and the work 
of inspecting the branch — farms 
throughout. Canada was accomplished 
by Dr. Saunders, the superintendent, 
but in future these important duties 
wiil be ‘undertaken by each of the 
specialists. 

Professor Macoun has’ just visited 
the experimental farms at Brandon, 
Indian Head, Rosthern, Scott, La- 
combe, Lethbridge, and Agassiz, B.C.

farms are those with fruit trees. Aj} 


variety of apples has been evolved 
by Dr. Saunders that thrives well on 
toe prairies, and plums flourish read- 
ily under the conditions that are so 
favorable to wheat. It has also been 
proved that many of the most beauti- 
ful annuals and perennials among the 
flowers will grow luxuriantly on the 
prairies, and it was this fact that 
caused the professor to make the 
statement that commences this ar- 
ticle. Many ornamental trees and 
shrubs can also be grown, and the 
visitor believed that in the future the 
prosrerous prairie farmer would make 
is home a little paradise set amidst 
beautiful flowers and shrubs. 

Asked about the crop, the professor 
Shomer it was going to be far bet- 
ter than was generally supposed.

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HOMESTEADERS TAKE UP LAND 


At the Calgary Land Office 112 Quarter 
Sections Were Disposed of to 
Intending Settlers 
Calgary.—The government of the, 
Dominion of Canada entered into an 
agreement last week with a number of 
homesteaders to give them an abso- 
lutely free title to 112 quarter sections 
of land at the expiration of three 
years, should they fulfil the require- 
ments—of tue regulations in regard to 

residence and cuitivation. 

This represents almost 18,000 acres 
of land, or about seven-ninths of a 
township. The land is north of the 
Ded Deer river. 

Although some of those who had 
waited all night did not. secure the 
places to which they considered they 
were entitled in the line-up, there 
was very little grumbling. 

Most of those who filed had made | 
several selections of land before they 
came here, and, in. the event of their 
first choice being. taken before they 
reached the counter, they still had 
other homesteads on which they could 
file, and were not forced to go away 
disappointed. : ‘ 

The staff of the lands office were 
kept very busy receiving applications 
and answering inquiries in regard to 
land. 

“Tt was the most orderly rush of 
homesteaders we have had in the past 
two years, considering the circum- 
stances,” said J. R. Sutherland, Do- 
minion lands agent, “and they were a 
superior class of settlers. 

“Of course, there yas a little grumb- 
ling by a few, but affer they saw that 
we were carrying out the regulations 
and coutd not act otherwise than we

DELIVERING THIS YEAR'S GRAIN

of wheat were shipped by C. P. R. to 
the elevators at Port William. Of 
this amount 446,250 bushels, mostly 
No. 1 noithern, was threshed _ this 
year. During the same period last 
year 484,050 bushels of wheat were de- 
livered at the elevators at the head 
of the lakes by the C.P.R., about 100.- 
000 bushels of which was harvested 
last year. Great quantities of 1909 
wheat is being delivered now by the 
farmers. The unusual quantity of 
wheat being delivered from this year's 
harvest is due to the unusual earli- 
ness of the season this year. Up to 
the present the sample and yield has 
been normal.

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THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON XI.—THIRD QUARTER, 
FOR SEPT. II, 1910 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xxii, 1-14, 
Memory Verses, 8, 9—Golden Text, 
Matt. xxii, !4—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This lesson on the parable of the 
marriage jeast 1s found only nere, but 
Wwe parable of tue great supper in 
Luke xiv has sinalar teaching, 
though tout seems to nave beeh spo- 
ken pecuuse one nad said, “B.essed is 
he that snall eat breat in the king- 
dom of Gou.’”’ Botn ot the parabies 
teach us, among other things, tne ut- 
ter inuisferguce of men to ine things 
ot Gou, whether it be to the kingdom 
or to the marriage of tne king. Tne 
mairiage of Aga, who in Luke iii, 
38, is calied the son of God and which 
we are told in ph. v, Sl, 32, was 
typical of Christ and the coureh, has 
in it many truths. ‘ihe building of 
ive from a pait of Adam taken from 
him as he slept, her being brought 
to him when compleied, their name 
being called Adam (Gen. v, 2), the 
dominion given to them, are all. sug- 
gestive of the building of the church 
out of Christ by virtue of His death 
and resurrection, tne raptuie of the 
church when she shall have been com- 
pleted, the marriage uf the Lamb ac- 
cording to Rev, xix and the kingdom 
and dominion over the whole earth, 
which is to be ours with Him. The 
other brides of Scripture, such as Re- 
becea, Asenath, Zippoiah und Ruth, 
are also typical of many things which 
will only be clearly and fully seen in 
the kingdom after the marriage of the 
Lamb. 

How very suggestive the story of 
Abraham's servant intrusted witn the 
care of all his masters weaith, which 
he had given to his only son, going 
forth to seek a bride for that son. How 
prominent the question becomes as 
we think of eur lesson for today. 
“Wilt thou go with this man?.”’ (Gen. 
xxiv, 58.) Then think of Rebecca 
becoming possesor of Isaac and of 
all that he had, but best of all an in- 
heritor with him of all the covenant 
promises of God. Think what she 
would have missed if she had not said 
“IT will go.” See Ruth rewarded for 
cleaving to Naomi by becoming joint 
possessor of the field in which she had 
wearily gleaned and also by becoming 
an ancestress of David and of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Have you anoint- 
ed eyes to see these things and many 
more? If not go quickly to Him who 
has the eye ‘salve, that thou mayest 
see (Rey. iii, 18) 

‘The loving heart of the King is not 
discouraged. He so longs to have 
these people know Him, that He may 
bless them, that He sends forth other 
servants with a more pressing invita- 
tion--and-—with--the-—assurs r] 
things are ready. He has prepared 
everything. They have only to “come 
unto the marriage.’’ But they made 
light of it and went t»eir ways to their 
own affairs (verses 4, 5), or, as in 
Mark xii, 12, “They left Him and 
went their way,’’ or, as in Luke xiv, 
18, ‘They all with one con-ent began 
to make excuse.”’ But all this is mild 
compared with verse 6 of our lesson, 
where we read that they took His 
Servants, entreated them spitefully 
and slew them. Can we wonder that 
He was then speaking about (A. D. 
70), but He who could lock forward 
forty years could as eaiy look for- 
ward to the end of this age and all the 
ages. See in chapter xxv, 41, that 
which will just as literally come to 
pass for some despisers. How great 
is the unbelief prevailing tolay con- 
cerning these things, but the day of 
the Lord will eome. As truly as the 
deluge came upon the woll in the 
days of Noah and the fire in the days 
of Lot upon the cities of the plain, so 
shall all come upon the ungodly that 
the Scriptures have for toll. The 
“not worthy” of verse 8 must be read 
in the light of such a pas:age as Acts 
xiii, 46, ‘‘Ye judge yourselves un- 
worthy of everlasting life.’ No one 
can be worthy of the grace of God. It 
is for the ungodly, for sinners, and 
those who come are never cast out, 
but those who refuse the invitation are 
said to count temselves unworthy of 
it. When we have accerted the gra- 
cious invitation, then by His grace 
we shovld walk worthy of God, who 
hath erlled us to His kingdom and 
glory (I Thess. ii, 12). 

By the diligence of other servants 
enough good and bad are gathered to 
furnish the needed guests, reminding 
us of the net of chaster xi'i, 47, 48, 
which gathered of every kind, but 
there came a time of seperation of 
good and bad, wid so it will be. One 
was found among the euests who had 
not on a wedding ga ment, implying 
that wedding garments were provided 
for all the guests, but this one, re- 
presenting many, thought his own 
clothing sufficient and had evidently 
refysed the proffered garment. Just 
as Cain refused the way of the Lord, 
nreferring his own way, and was re 
fused by the Lord, so all who think 
their own righteousness sufficient and 
refuse the righteousness provided by 
Gol in Christ shall be compelled to 
hear the awful “Denart from me” and 
shall find themselves forever cast out 
from His presence. Of the many who 
are celled only few are chosen simnly 
because few are willing to be chosen.

ARMY SWINDLERS. 


How Crooked “Rookies” Do Up the 
Recruiting Officers. 


Britain is happily free of the press- 
gang to-day, the army is no longer | 
crowded with professional rogues, and 
idlers cannot exist now by. taking the 
“King’s shilling’—and their ‘“hook’’ 
at the same time; nevertheless tuere 
is in England to-aay a regular army 
of shady gentry who live by duping 
recruiting-sergeants and regimental 
authorities. ihe soldier has ouwiy one 
name for such—‘“fraud,”’ and, being a 
good judge of character, he usually 
readily recognizes the type (even when 
his superiors have failed to do so) by 
the “fraud’s” furtive ways, his knowl. | 
edge of arms and equipment, and par- 
ticularly of other regiments, his squar- 
ed shoulders and rhythmical step, his 
shifty eyes and clean-shaven face, 
and, above all, his amazing skill in 
reckouing up accounts. 

But that superiors are not so apt 
at detection was proved the other day, 
when a misdemeanant staggered a 
mugistrate by confessing that he had | 
served in no fewer than seventeen | 
regiments, and not more than six 
months in any one! The ingenuity | 
and resource of some of these, profes- 
sional ‘“‘frauds’’ would. undoubtedly 
earn them distinction if applied to 
some virtuous pursuit; they can boast 
i twisting “recruiting sergeants round 
their tingers."’ How do they protit? 
Well, when a recruit has been passed | 
for the army and finally sworn in he | 
is entitled to a day’s pay and ration 
allowance (ls. 6d. altogether), and if 
he appears to be well-spoken, well- 
dressed, or with friends near, he is us- 


ing-othcer and given his liberty until | 
the time to entrain for his regiment. | 
Needless to say, the “fraud,’’ having | 
entailed altogether an expense of from 


ly seen again after he has received his | 
pay. 

But more experienced “frauds’’ do 
much better on the deal. They either | 
ask to be enlisted for a regiment sit- 
uated in some town they are desirous 
of reaching, pocket the ‘traveling al- 
lowance,”’ and, having come to the end 
of their free journey, elude the ser- 
geant waiting for them owing to his 
ignorance of their appearance; or else 
they ask to be enlisted for some reg)- 
ment situated at the greatest possibile 
distance from the recruiting office, be- 
cause the amount of traveling allow- 
ance (which is in addition to pay, 
ete.) depends upon this. A “fraud” 
may thus make in a day 1s. as pay, 
6d. as ration allowance, and Is. 4u 
as traveling allowance, and, needless 
to say, having been seen safely in 
the train by the recruiting-sergeant, 
he seizes the first chance of escaping, 
unless he has good reasons for reach- 
ing any particular station on the 
route, 

But some clever “frauds’’ dupe more 
than one recruiting-sergeant in a aay; 
and often a man who has been enlist- 
ed, say, at Sheflield for a regiment in 
Leeds will, on arrival at the latter 
station, dupe the recruiting authori- 
ties there in the same way, and gain 
another free ticket back to Sheffield, 
or to any other town he wishes to 
reach. Little wonder, then, that the 
authorities are considering some plan | 
of identification, one country having 
adopted branding to stop ruses of this 
sort, whilst the United States recently | 
started a system of finger-print iden- 
tification. 

Sometimes, however, the “fraud” 
hus a much deeper-laid scheme. He 
reaches his regiment all right, and 
then elaborately acts so as to lead his 
superiors astray. He betrays the most 
consummate ignorance of army ways, 
invariably saluting with the wrong 
hand, making the wrong “turnings ’ 
at drill, calling corporals ‘‘sir,’’ put- 
ting his equipment on wrong side to 
the front, saluting sergeants, and so 
on, until all thought of his having 
served before is disinissed. And then 
he amazes by his rapid learning and 
obsequious attentions, and is readily 
granted the furlough of three weeks 
or a month for which he specially | 
applies. This means the payment of | 
a sum (for the latter period) of from | 
£2 5s. to £2 15s. as furlough money, | 
and as he leaves (for good, of course) 
in the very best kit he can get together | 
at Government expense, the sale of | 
this will probably realize another 10s. | 
or 15s. |
